THE RESULTS OF THE TRADE SALE. 


THE fall trade sale concluded, as our reports 
show, late on Saturday, and, so far as this is ‘‘a 
thermometer of the trade,” it indicates a reason- 
ably promising condition of affairs for the fall. 
A noteworthy and pleasant feature of this sale 
was the large proportion of principals of houses 
who came together either as offerers or buyers. 
The tone of feeling was excellent throughout. 

Several lists which have been represented for 
two or three seasons back, notably Harper’s, 
Porter & Coates’, and Peterson’s, were “ out” at 
this sale, and others of the invoices, as Hough- 
ton, Osgood & Co.’s, were not nearly so large 
as in old times. On the other hand, notably 
large lines were offered in other invoices, and 
of the cheap popular standards and poets, and 
the quarto juveniles, exceptional quantities 
were catalogued. In one or two cases, such 
lines were interpolated in the catalogue in 
other invoices. 

The new books generally—those at least 
whose salableness is a matter of course—sold at 
pretty close or even up to regular trade rates, 
the extra time being the inducement to buyers. 
Nothwithstanding good prices, comparatively 
few of these were duplicated—a sensible course, 
as these are the books which must sell, trade 
sale or not. In fact, such a course as that of 
Messrs. Roberts Bros., who announce “no 
duplicates” and hold to it, seems on the whole 
wise and just. The quantities offered are then 
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known, and the first buyer, who bids on the 
supposition that only the specified number are 
forthcoming, can complain of no injustice. 

There was of course the usual number of 
“ plugs” offered, and they met the usual fate. 
Some of the less-known invoices did little 
better, and the slaughter on the Sadlier list, ip 
particular, was terrific. Experience goes to 
show that such lines can be better disposed of 
at straight “clearance sales,” which, when not 
associated with undercutting on new books 
and with chronic failures, are a desirable outlet 
for certain classes of books. 

The middle class of books, the body of a 
publisher’s list, which a bookseller should keep 
in stock, but often does not, fared on the whole 
well, and in placing these books, the trade sale 
fulfils its most satisfactory function. These 
books are such as are salable if they are kept 
before the public, and yet it is very difficult to 
induce dealers to buy them in regular bills, 

Some excitement has been created since the 
sale by various rumors which the daily press 
has made the subject of interviews. The 
chronic allegation of a ring or ‘‘ knock out” has 
been repeated—an allegation of course as diffi- 
cult to disprove as to prove. This is one of 
the worst features of book auction sales in Eng- 
land, and the practice is simply an outrage and 
a swindle. We are quite sure it could not be- 
come countenanced here—especially by Messrs. 
Leavitt, the auctioneers, who mean to keep 
their business, so far as they can control it, 
above all imputation of the kind—and it is sug- 
gested that an indictment for conspiracy to de- 
fraud would hold against any member of such 
aring. The essential principle of an auction is 
open and free competition, and any attempt at 
either ‘‘ bidding up” or ‘‘ knocking out” should 
be vigorously resented by the room. If any case 
should arise, it would be the duty of the auc 
tioneers, we should say, to refuse to accept 
bids from such parties at future sales. 

A difficulty arose at the Custom House as to 
some lines in Mr. Quaritch’s consignment, 
which were held for appraisement and their 
valuation raised. The trade sale itself affords, 
in open competition, the best evidence of the 
market valuation, and when books are sold at 
above the invoice rate, the government is cer- 
tainly entitled to the higher duty. But the rule 
does not seem to work both ways in the eyes of 
the Customs authorities, who will insist on 
valuing “‘ plugs” in quantity at some relation to 
the retail price which they no longer bear. This 
has of late years had the effect of checking the 
offering of English invoices. 

The alleged entry of dutiable books as free 
of duty (more than twenty years old) seems to 
centre in the Hogarth advertised in the cata- 
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logue as a revised, etc., etc., edition. The gov- 
ernment has rightly enough taken the adver- 
tiser at his word, which may suggest that it is 
worth while to tell not merely a part of the truth 
in such cases. It is perhaps not generally 
known that the government had a representa- 
tive at the sale to report prices to the ap- 
praisers, 

It should be explained, in respect to another 
charge, that Mr. Quaritch had puta limitation 
on some of his books, contrary to custom, and 
that the auctioneers had not time to obtain its 
removal. It is almost needless to add that 
books should not be accepted under limitation, 
or else that the limitation should be clearly 
stated. 

And now that the sale is over, the trade 
home, and the season well opened, let us hope 
for good work by the retailers, good sales and 
good profits. 


THE TRADE SALE. 
EIGHTH DAY. 


AFTER finishing the remainder of Lee & 
Shepard’s invoice, Collins & Brothers and 
Schafer & Koradi’s invoices were sold to a 
small number of bidders at very low prices. 
Clark & Maynard’s invoice found more present 
and realized good prices, the books averaging 
about half retail, some going beyond, N. P. 
Willis’ poems being among them. The Masonic 
Publishing Co.’s invoice went low. Sheldon 
& Co.’s invoice started fair, the books generally 
going at half off, often above and seldom below. 
The juveniles by Abbott, Arthur, Dr. Eddy, 
Sarah Lander, etc., brought satisfactory prices. 
The school-books, with some _ exceptions, 
brought within ten per cent of the wholesale 
prices. Before lunch J. H. Bufford’s Sons’ in- 
voice was sold at low figures, owing no doubt 





to the change in the programme ; their invoice | 


was not expected until the afternoon, and many 
bidders who would have taken part in their sale 
were absent on that account. 

After lunch Dick & Fitzgerald’s invoice was 
disposed of at good prices for the bidders. The 
speakers and reciters, dialogue-books, amateur 
theatricals, home amusements, and fortune- 
tellers and dream-books brought half off. 

William T. Amies invoice was reached about 
four o’clock in the afternoon. A goodly num- 
ber was present and bidding was quite lively. 
The popular and pretty editions of Lamb, 
Montaigne, Lane’s Arabian Night’s, Shake- 
speare, Lord Byron, and Thomas Moore fetched 
good price, and were extensively duplicated. 
His Bibles also sold well, but the albums went 
low. Before closing up for the night, the two 
invoices following were sacrificed. 


NINTH DAY. 

In view of a long siege the sale was started 
promptly at nine o’clock, with a large number 
present. Thompson, Brown & Co.’s invoice, 
consisting principally of juveniles in sets, was 
quickly disposed of at good prices. S. W. 
Tilton & Co.’s, and John Allyn’s invoices did 
not do as well. Henry A. Young & Co.'s in- 
voice, with exception of a few later publications, 
sold low. The invoices of the Home Book and 
Publishing Co., Russell & Banks, Burlock & 
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Co., A. S. Barnes & Co., James A. Moore, E. 
B. Treat, Jones Brothers & Co., and H. J. 
Fisher, were almost slaughtered. The National 
Publishing Co.’s books fetched better prices, 
but it was evident that more blood was wanted. 
Ira Bradley & Co.’s games were bargains, as 
were also the invoices of blank-books, etc., of- 
fered by Francis & Loutrel and A. W. Stuart. 
Jas. S. Virtue’s invoice sold low. The prices 
realized for the sheets and plates of both this 
firm and Donnelly, Gassette & Loyd, and Horace 
Wentworth, were considered to be satisfactory.

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The plates of the Home Book & Publishing 
Co. were not sold. S. E. Cassino and J. W. Bou- 
ton’s invoices sold at excellent prices. Marcus 
Ward & Co. offered a large line of juvenile and 
educational books, which fetched fair prices. 
Macmillan & Co. offered several new books, 
among them 7000 of Dickens’ “ Dictionary of 
London,” in paper, which went low. Some 
dissatisfaction arose among the buyers during 
the sale of Henry Sotheran & Co.’s and: Ber- 
nard Quaritch’s invoices because a number 
of fine works were withdrawn, and others 
seemingly “bid in.” After the withdrawal of 
Landseer’s “ Etchings of Carnivorous Animals,” 
a prominent buyer protested. It was explained 
that some of the imported books had been de- 
tained at the Custom House for reappraisement, 
and the auctioneers did not feel justified in sac- 
rificing them pending the readjustment. This 
was not satisfactory tothe bidder, who imme- 
diately left. The sale closed with the large in- 
voice of the remainders of the publications of 
Colton, Zahn & Roberts, art publishers, of New 
York. 





BOOKS IMPORTED BY MAIL. 


THE appended circular of instructions as to 
importations through the mail has been issued 
by the Treasury Department : 


1879.—Department No. 140.—Secretary’s Of- 
fice.—Circular.—Importations through the 
Mail. 

TREASURY DEPARTMENT, } 
WasuincTon, D. C., September 13, 1879. § 


To Collectors of Customs and others: 


The fourth paragraph of the instructions of 
the Postmaster-General, dated the 16th of May 
last embodied in this Department’s order of the 
26th of May, 1879 (Synopsis 4027), relative to 
importations through the mails, reads as fol- 
lows : 


**Unsealed packages received in the mails from foreign 
countries, which are found on examination by customs 
officers to contain articles liable to customs duties, shall be 
delivered by the postmaster at the exchange office of 
receipt to the proper officer of customs for he collection of 
the duties chargeable thereon, with notice of such delivery 
to the person addressed.”’ 


It has been suggested by the Postmaster- 
General that the following instructions should 
be added to the paragraph, viz. : 


“ But books received from countries or colonies of the 
Universal Postal Union, which are found to be dutiable, 
shall, when addressed to post-offices other than the ex- 
change office of receipt, be promptly transmitted by mail to 
the addresses, charged with the amount of customs duties 
levied thereon, respectively ; which amounts postmasters at 
the offices of destination will collect of the addresses on 
their delivery, and remit by first mail thereafter to the Col- 
lector of the Customs of the district in which the exchange 
post-office of receipts is situated ; and in case of the refusal 
or neglect of addresses of such dutiable books to apply for 
them at the post-office of destination within a period of 
thirty days from the date of their receipt at said office, and 
pay the customs duties and any postage charges levied 
thereon, the postmaster of said office will specially return 
the same to the Collector of the Customs of the afore- 
mentioned district. 

** Postmasters are instructed to collect the customs duties 
on such books forwarded to their offices for delivery ‘to 
addresses, and promptly remit the sums so collected by 
them to the Collectors of the Customs, in the manner pre- 
scribed by the Secretary of the Treasury; but the postal 
revenues aré not in any manner to be credited or charged 
with such duties.” 


The suggestion meets with the approval of 
this Department, and the instructions con- 
tained in the amendment will be observed by 
Officers of the customs. A record of the ad- 
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a 
dresses and office of destination of each pack 
age, and ofthe amount of duties due thereon, 
will be kept, and on the receipt of the duties or 
return of the package the fact will be recorded 
A certificate in the form appended hereto, 
showing the amount of duties due, will be at. 
tached to each package for the information of 
the postmaster, who, in his letter forwardin 
the duties, should refer to such certificate by 
mentioning the number, date, amount, and the 
name of the party addressed specified therein. 
Printed blanks will be furnished by the De. 
partment. This order will take effect on the 
first proximo.

MORE’ ABOUT THE FRAUDS. 


SINCE the exposure of ‘‘Mrs. Adelaide 
Gray,” Wright’s Grove, IIl., in the issue of the 
PUBLISHERS’ WEEKLY for September 6th, we 
have heard of several cases in which this 
ingenuous and ingenious person has swindled 
other members of the trade in like manner. 
The latest case is that of Mr. F. W. Christern, 
who forwarded a copy of Schiller’s Works, 
which—and this is the remarkable part of it— 
has just been returned to him by express. It 
is presumed that the swindler has been some- 
what disconcerted by the exposure, and seeks 
thus to evade the consequences. We offer the 
suggestion that swindles of this sort should be 
at once reported to the PUBLISHERS’ WEEKLY, 
and that, in any case hereafter, measures should 
be promptly taken by those victimized to make 
an example of the swindler. 

An interesting example of the specimen 
copy dodge came to light some time since 
in connection with Mr. Leypoldt’s /ndex 
Medicus. In January there came from W. W. 
S. Watson, M.D., New Holland, IIl., the usual 
request; the next month came from the same 
place a request for a specimen copy, “‘ the Feb- 
ruary number,” signed by Watson & McKen- 
nan, Druggists; the next, a fresh demand 
signed ‘‘Mrs. M. A. Watson.” The handwrit- 
ing was not the same in all these cases, but in 
each the address was to “ Parke Row, New 
Yorke City.” The third regular instalment 
was not sent, and since then nothing has been 
heard. A little vigilance of precaution and 
vigor of punishment, in punishable cases, will 
soon check these petty swindles.

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THE TRADE LIST ANNUAL. 


THE Zvrade List Annual is now before the 
trade in its usual goodly proportions. There 
are, in all, contributions from 143 dealers this 

ear, as against 117 last—a decided advance, 
although the omission of four large lists, those 
of Lothrop, Peterson, Routledge, and Sadlier, 
two of which were omitted because of lack of 
time to prepare them in season for the Annual, 
makes the volume but little heavier than last 

ear. Mr. Steiger makes an exceptionally val- 
uable contribution, in a really representative 
list of standard German books and periodicals, 
especially suitable for use in this country. The 
prefatory list matter has never been so com- 
plete, but in relation to this Mr. Leypoldt’s 
preface speaks for itself: 

- “The Annual for 1879, includes in addition 
to the regular Annual Reference List (in which 
the publications of the past year are arranged 
in one alphabet under author, title, and subject) 
and the new Educational Catalogue (now com- 
prising a single alphabet of authors, with a 
subject-index appended), 1, a Classified Sum- 
mary of the Reference List, and 2, an Order 
List of the books issued from January to Au- 
gust of this year by the publishers represented 
in this Annual, arranged under these publish- 
ers’ names. 

“The Classified Summary will do for the 
class what the subject-entries in the Reference 
List do forindividual subjects or topics ; with 
the difference that it groups, under more general 
headings, the various subjects belonging to the 
same class. It will show booksellers dealing 
chiefly in certain lines of books the latest is- 
sues in those departments, and it will enable 
the general dealer to post his customers as to 
what is new in their specialties. The clas- 
sification or division into departments has been 
made rather practical than scientific, corres- 
ponding to the shelf-arrangement of a well- 
regulated bookstore ; and for practical purposes 
these classes are arranged alphabetically as 
being better understood than any logical sys- 
tem. Compactness being an essential feature 
for a rapid survey, only the clue is given in 
the Classified Summary where there are several 
works on the same subject in the Reference 
List. 

“ The Order List is on the same plan as that in 
the PUBLISHERS’ WEFKLY, consisting of the list 
of new books of each publisher with their 
prices, entered as briefly as possible. It shows 
at a glance the issues of each house, and, as | 
its name indicates, is intended primarily as a 
basis for ordering. 

“These two additional features are given in 
place of the partial index suggested in the 
previous Annual. That index it is the prov- 
ince of the American Catalogue and of its sup- 
plements tosupply. The Annual matter should 
be annual. And it is more and more the opin- | 
ion of the editor that the trade will be better | 
served and better satisfied the more clearly 
the distinction between these two works is 
preserved and recognized. The Annual is | 
chiefly for the year, intended at the best only 
for temporary use. The American Catalogue 
and its supplements, covering greater extents 
of time, are to serve for permanent use. Pre- | 
pared on a more comprehensive scale than is | 
practicable for the annual indexes, covering | 
more ground and including the books of pub- 
lishers whose lists it is hardly possible to ob- 
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tain for the Annual, the Catalogue is the reat 
Finding List, the Annual remaining the daily 
Order List. 

“The first (author-and-title) volume of the 
American Catalogue is now completed. The 
second (subject) volume will be ready within a 
year, and the first supplement bringing the work 
down to date will almost immediately follow 
that ; so that in a comparatively short time the 
trade will have their tools complete: their 
complete and general index in the American 
Catalogue, their yearly reference and order 
lists in the Annual. F. Leypo.pr.” 


AN IMPORTANT AMERICAN ENTER- 
PRISE. 





In regard to the enlarged and revised edi- 
tion of Andrews’ ‘‘ Latin Dictionary,” in press 
by Harper & Bros., much of which has been 
rewritten by Chariton T: Lewis and Profes- 
sor Charles Short, of Columbia College, the 
following interesting statement is made: “ It 
was seen fifteen years ago that at least a very 
thorough revision of the lexicon was needed. 
It was, therefore, submitted to the author of the 
original work, Dr. William Freund, who care- 
fully revised it, rewrote a few of the less satis- 
factory articles, corrected errors, and supplied 
about two thousand additions, mainly in the 
early pages. The sheets were then placed in 
the hands of Professor Henry Drisler, LL.D., 
to be edited. But that eminent scholar soon 
advised us that a reconstruction of the work 
was desirable, such as he could not command 
leisure to make. They were afterward de- 
livered to the present editors, to be used freely 
and in combination with all other appropriate 
sources in compiling a Latin dictionary which 
shall meet the advanced requirements of the 
times.” It is a decided compliment to Ameri- 
can scholarship that this work is to be issued 
as the standard authority by the Clarendon 
Press at Oxford. In reference to this the 
Atheneum says: “Though Dr. Andrews’ book 
has been the standard work of reference for a 
generation of scholars, the great advances late- 
ly made in the sciences on which lexicography 
depends rendered a complete revision, and in- 
deed reconstruction, quite necessary. The 
present work is the result of the unremitting 


| labors of its editors for several years, and will 


be found fully abreast of modern philological 
and archeological research. The need for such 
a dictionary has been so long felt that its ap- 
pearance cannot but be hailed with satisfaction 
by all scholars and students, and not the less 
that it is one of the most important American 
contributions to scholarship that we have yet 
seen.”

*“ Manual of Rifle Practice” is well known, has 
issued a brochure showing that the new U. S. 
Army Manual has been made up at wholesale 
from his own book, although in transmitting the 
work to the War Department the Chief of 
Ordinance said: ‘‘In the preparation of this 
work all the credit is due to Colonel Laidley.” 
He gives parallel quotations to show that out 
of 515 sections and 18 pages of appendix about 
200 sections and nearly all of 17 pages of the 
new book are taken from his own, and certainly 


some apology seems needed from the govern- 
ment.
